The new head of the Rural Roads 
Authority got the program off to an in- 
auspicious start Tuesday. 

The authority, which is privileged to 
spend $100,000,000 in taxpayers’ funds, 
met in closed session on that day to dis- 
cuss the highly controversial matter of 
county contracts. 

County contracts currently are of 
great interest, particularly where the 
Rural Roads Authority is concerned. 
These contracts are not subject to fed- 
eral supervision, and it is no secret that 
in some counties the citizens do not get 
value received on their investments in 
public roads. 

The press was barred from the au- 
thority’s meeting at which the question 
of negotiated contracts was discussed. 
After the close, the chairman, Roger 
Lawson of Hawkinsville, declined to com- 
ment on the proceedings. Instead, he 
promised a statement for the next day. 

Mr. Lawson is a fine gentleman, a good 
citizen and an able public servant. We 
have no doubt that he thought these star 
chamber proceedings were the correct 
However, the taxpaying public is 
exceedingly suspicious these days, and the 
euthority’s failure to hold an open meet- 


ing where such an important and expen- 
sive matter was under discussion did it 
more harm than good. 

A chapter in Mr. Lawson's biography 
may explain this breach of good public 
relations. He once was an agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, an or- 
ganization dedicated to the capture of 
criminals. Secrecy is necessary in the 
pursuit of this aim, and the public and 
the, press respects the FBI's stand in the 
matte! 


If former FB] agent Lawson devoted 
Tuesday's session to the apprehension of 


contractors who are not above profiting 
at the expense of the state, his desire fo: 
secrecy is understandable. 

On the other hand, if a plan for 
spending taxpayers money was the topic, 
the meeting should have been wide open.

Khrushchev Reminds Us 


Of the Pitfalls Ahead 


Soviet Communist boss, Nikita 
Khrushchev, Tuesday reminded us that 
nothing was really agreed upon at the 
Geneva conference. In East Berlin he 


repeated the Soviet stand that there will 
be no reunited Germany if it is to be a 
Germany within NATO.

Augusta and Richmond County now have the necessary blueprint 
for doing the long overdue job of eliminating the slums which have 
been an eyesore and a plight on the community for decades. 

The Augusta Housing Committee, after more than a year of 


arduous work, has at last completed this plueprint. 


It comes to 


the people in the form of a model ordinance for minimum housing 


standards for the city and county. 


It now goes before the various 


governmental branches for approval and enactment into law. 


For years now, one-half of the 
community has shut its eyes to 
the way the other half has been 
living — in dirt and filth and 
squalor and without the minimum 
necessities for decent living. .The 
health and well-being of these slum 
dwellers have been impaired be- 
cause they have been foreed to 
live in shacks and shanties, many 
of which are not fit for human 
habitation. 


The festering sores have been 
exposed to public view, and the 
diagnosis has been made. It re- 
mains now for the public to de- 
mand that the disease be cured. 
The housing committee’s proposed 
ordinance provides the proper 
remedial measures, 

At the heart of the minimum 
housing standards ordinance is the 
idea of making every dwelling, both 
old and new, fit for human habita- 
tion, It is more especially concerned 
with improving conditions having 
to do with health, cleanliness, sani- 
tation and safety. These features, 
particularly, affect everyone in the 
community because the overall ef- 
fect of these squalid slums is to

“Robinson Crusoe’ by Defoe, 
“‘Gulliver’s Travels” by Swift and 
“Treasure Island’”’ by Stevenson 
are three I hurriedly put down 
first. The next one I must put is 
‘Tom Sawyer’ by Twain. I may- 
be should have put “Huckleberry 
Finn” because the reading of one 
just forces you to read the other. 

‘Les Miserables” by Hugo is, in 
my opinion, the greatest novel 
ever written and easily one of the 
most fascinating to read. “Ben 
Hur” by Wallace, ‘‘Three Muske- 
teers’’ by Dumas and “The Last 
of the Mohicans’ by Cooper ap- 
pealed to me very strongly as a 
boy and have no less appeal to me 
now. They have plenty of action 
and are great stories. 

In thinking of the novels of 
Dickens, one feels compelled to al- 
most name them all, but especial- 
ly do I list ‘“‘David Copperfield.” 
And surely every person who has 
read worthwhile books has lin- 
gered long with Sir Walter Scott. 
Let’s name his “Ivanhoe.”’ Don’t 
forget Mrs. Stowe’s ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.”

Good and Bad Seen 
At Geneva Meeting 


GENEVA—Any black-and-white reading of the 
results of the Big Four conference would be ab- 


solutely misleading. 


It has achieved significant gains. 


continuing deadlocks. 

On balance, the cause of the 
West is stronger because of the 
conference and the danger that the 
cold war might accidentally ex- 
plode into a hydrogen bomb war 
has been reduced. But there is no 
visible prospect whatsoever that 
the many conciliatory words which 
the Soviet leaders spoke at Geneva 
are going to bring any important 
conciliatory actions in the foresee- 
able future. 


It is putting it factually and 
frankly, I think, to say: 

That no substantial advance has 
been made or is in sight on any 
major disagreement between the 
U.S.S.R. and the West. 

That the Soviet delegation, from 
soft-spoken Prime Minister Bul- 
ganin to hard-spoken Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov, showed they intend 
to prevent the unification of Ger- 
many as long as they can and do 
not yet feel compelled to concede 
anything. 

That the Western allies emerge 
more united than ever and have, 
I believe, largely through Presi- 
dent Ejisenhower’s initiative and 
transcendent good will, persuaded 
world opinion that it is not they 
who are holding out against rea- 
sonable settlements. 

As the week wore on, it was ap- 
parent that, while the atmosphere 
continued cordial, negotiations 
were becoming tougher. One of the

Ike Will Run Again 


WASHINGTON—Democrats regularly watch the 
public performances of President Eisenhower in the 
role of critics of political techniques. 


It has revealed stubborn and 


Mr. Molotov’s return: to his one- 
word vocabulary “‘nyet,”” put it this 


way: “The apparently conciliatory 


mood of the Big Four has not cap- 
tured one of the foreign ministers." 

Thus, while negotiations will con- 
tinue under the aegis of the for- 
eign ministers and the United Na- 
tions on German unification, Euro- 
pean security and disarmament, it 
would be wishful thinking to expect 
any big break-through on any of 
these issues for some time. 

But there are plusses from the 
summit talks. Most important are 
these: 

1—President Eisenhower  suc- 
ceeded in seizing and holding the 
diplomatic initiative throughout the 
conference. 

2—The West demonstrated that 
it is the real friend of German 
unification and by insisting that 
unification must be a foremost 
item on any agenda of a future 
Foreign Ministers’ meeting, it en- 
abled West German Chancellor Ad- 
enauer to undertake his projected 
trip to Moscow with sufficient 
backing so that he will have no 
need, no temptation, to yield to a 
Kremlin effort to dragoon or en- 
tice Germany away from its West- 
ern allies. 

3—Finally, here at Geneva, each 
side became convinced of what 
they were confident they knew be- 
fore; namely, that neither has any 
taste or any temptation for hydro- 
gen war. 


What their party leaders here saw when he made his auatty, in- 
formal report on television on the Big Four Geneva Conference left 
them uneasy and worried, politically speaking. 


There was a vague feeling 
among them, too, of something 
very familiar in this performance, 
of another man who had a great 
way with the voters. Suddenly it 
came to them. One of their own 
he was — Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

But this Republican, whose 
charm matches that of his Demo- 
cratic predecessor, has a much 
more effective outlet for his rec- 
ognized talents, thanks to the ad- 
vance of science. Whereas Mr. 
Roosevelt could enter the family 
living room only as a voice, though 
a soothing and persuasive one, 
his Republican counterpart, whose 
voice has less appeal, comes be- 
fore the family in person on the 
television screen. For President 
Eisenhower has a warm person- 
ality, a contagious smile, quick 
changes of facial expression and, 
above all, an impression of abso- 
jute sincerity when he talks of his 
hopes and plans for peace. 

President Eisenhower’ came 
home from Geneva a still greater 
threat Politically than ever for the 
Democrats. They found logic, 
as well as hope, in the observa- 
tion by Sen.. Capehart (R-Ind) that 
the President must run again since 
he has started something in the 
field of international affairs that 
can’t be finished by the end of 
what Republicans feel they can 
now speak of as his “‘first’’ term. 

Already there is talk that an- 
other conference of heads of gov- 


; 


ernment, like the Big Four Ge 
neva meeting, probably will be 


necessary eventually, after a se- 
ries of negotiations by the foreign 
ministers, Republicans speculate 
that another’ “‘summit’’ 
might occur during the climax of 
the 1956 presidential campaign 
and thus dramatize impressively 
to the voters the crucial ‘‘peace” 
role of President Eisenhower. 


It would seem that the real se- 
cret of President Eisenhower's pere 
sonal psychological success at Ge- 
neva was that he convinced the 
Russians of the complete sincerity 
of his desire for peace and that in 
this he was speaking for all the 
American people. 

What the President has done, 
the manner in which he has done 
it, his inherent good will, his re- 
fusal to raise false hopes or to 
make extravagant promises of 
claims — all of that is good poli- 
tics as well as good international 
relations, 

It i$ too bad that he has not ex- 
hibited the same alert concern in 
domestic political affairs, that he 
has failed to curb selfish influ- 
ences in his administration that 
are seeking in many ways to 
break down lished. pro- 
tections for the public at large, 
which the same people for 
whom he is earnestly seeking the 
blessing of peace,

In line with the previous day’s gross belt average of $49.48 
a hundred pounds, up 4 cents from Monday and $1.98 
from Friday. 

Despite the advance from open- 
ing week, average prices are still 
well below last season's. 

The U.S. De- 
partment of Agri- 
culture Wednes- 
day reported 
grades of leaf, 
cutters and lugs 
were selling at 
steady to slightly 
higher average 
price. Most primings, the depart- 
ment added, were off a little. 
Variations were listed at $1 to $2 
a hundred in most cases. 


Gross sales of 11,210,430 pounds 
Tuesday returned the sellers $5,-| 
547,336, or $880,816 more than the 
figure for 1954’s fourth day of sell- 
ing. 

Season sales amounted to a rec- 
ord-smashing 44,811,550 pounds for

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Keen Nose Enhances 
The Sense of Taste 


The tongue does a lot of wag- 
ging but recognizes only four 
tastes: Salt, sweet, sour and 
bitter. The nose is a far more 
efficient organ along this line 
and is said to be able to dis- 
tinguish tens of thousands of 
odors. 

In addition, the sense of smell 
enhances the sense of taste, 
making food more enjoyable. 

The aroma of a meal that is 
being cooked whets the appetite 
and chewing a juicy steak sends 
the fumes up through the back 
of the nose to add to its pal- 
atability. When nasal passage- 
ways are blocked because of a 
cold, everything has the same 
flavor; even wine may taste like 
vinegar. 


The business end of the nose 
is located in an area the size 
of a. dime in the upper portion 
of each nostril. About 1,300 
nerve centers on each side con- 
tain tiny hairs that protrude 
through thé membranes. 

Each center has 24 individual 
nerve fibers that send electri- 
cal impulses to the brain when 
stimulated. Since each odor ex- 
cites a different fiber, it is rea- 
sonable to assume that we could 
differentiate 50,000 sep- 
arate odors. 


There are so many odors about 
us, the nose might be kept busy 
day and night if it could not dis- 
criminate between essential 
smells. In addition, the mecha- 
nism is able to overcome strong 
odors through fatigue of the 
sense; the second and third 
whiffs of a gardenia are never 
as strong as the first. 

People who live in the neigh- 
borhood of the stockyards or pa- 
per mills are fortunate in be- 
ing able to develop immunity 
along this line. 

The sense of smell is tied up 
with many of the things we do. 
The fragrance of honeysuckle is 
as nostalgic to the Southerner 
as the scent of pines to the 
Swede in Minnesota. 


A picture of a beautiful sun- 
set ever the ocean is never quite 
as alluring as the real McCoy 
because the briny smell of the 
sea is absent. 


There are hundreds of ex- 
amples of how we associate spe- 
cial scents with romance; a cer- 
tain perfume may recall our first 
date with Daisy way back when. 


Others, such.as the smell of 
a new car, a hospital, or a farm 
bring back experiences. We can 
even recognize the aroma of our 
own home. : 


A small percentage of allergic 
individuals .are affected by par- 
ticular odors and fumes. 


A newspaper woman I know is 
go sensitive to perfume she de- 
velops asthma and occasionally 
collapses whenever a_ heavily 
scented person comes near here. 
In others, a whiff of range oil, 
lilac, locusts, or carnations will 
bring on nasal congestion. 


Tobacco smoke may do the 
same: except that it is difficult 
to determine whether this reac- 
tion is due to allergy or irrita- 
tion. Some odors consist of fine 
dusts that have been extracted, 
which may be responsible for 
allergic symptoms. 

Whether or not all smells fall 
into this field is’.a moot ques- 
tion.
